T the dole o f the I aft century, the 
Britiih navy was rapidly augmented, 
and began to be conlidered as 
it 
really is, the only fife bulwark of the inde­ 
pendence of that kingdom.

The amount cf its prefcnt tonnage is not 
know*, but the fleet is in a condition far 
fuperior to whit has before been known. 
This immenfe naval power is fupported 
by a commerce equally ftourifhing* 
For 
Great-Britain it is ncccdary ; for her dif- 
tant colonics, as well as her Oat of empire 
are protected only by a maritime force. 
The expenfe of iuch prounion is, how­ 
ever, enormous, and may ultimately occafion 
terrible convuliiots in the Britiih empire*. 
In A merica wehave no need of incurring 
an cxpenfc which fhal! involve the country 
in debt. 
A fmaller naval force than that 
of Great-Bntam will elficacioufly prolog 
our country and trade ; and we have no 
diftant polk*ikons to defend. 
Let us then compare our fituation and 
refources with thole of other commercial 
nations. 
A t the peace ofRyswick in 1697, the Eng- 
lifh (hipping whiwh chared fra u the ports of 
England amounted only to 144,267 tons. 
The foreign

By means of this commerce 
England then maintained a navy of about 
113.000 tons.

The prefect 
amount of tonnage is not known with pro- 
cifion ; 
but it is believed the whole (hip­ 
ping of Grcat-Britain, including thr navy 
and merchantmen, amounts to about t velvt 
or fourteen hundred thoufand toni. 
By the laft report of the Secretuiy c f the 
Trcafury, it appears that the American ton- 
nage in 1798 was 
876,912 tons. 
O f thin 
almoft 60©,ooo 
tons belong to the regif- 
tered (hipping employed in foreign ti alii. 
The enrolled 
and iicenfed 
vtfftl* in the 
crafting trade, amount to 237,000 tom., and 
the fi'hing veflels to 41,000. 
It will readily he perceived by this ftatc- 
ment, that the tonnage belonging to Ame 
rican citizens almoft equals the tonnage of 
all thu merchants veflels belonging^ G eat- 
•Britain. 
A t the rate in which the (hip­ 
ping of the United States has incre.Tcd for 
a few year* pad, our tonnage employed in 
trade will, in fifteen years, exceed that of 
Britain— .iud it now exceeds that of any 
other n; lion. 
It will bt not neceT.ry to date that the 
employment of (hipping implies the Cervi­ 
ces of felinen. 
I he present number of 
American feainen, if we miftake rut, a- 
mounts to more than 2©,coo, and the num­ 
ber mud increase with our ti ade.
